fo rm o f the indictment.” 
Bo th Yo ungblo o d and Szy - 


manski were elated by the dis­ 
missal.

WASHINGTON (AP) - No rth 
Vietnam was to ld last y ear it 
might get up to $2.5 billio n o f a 
po tential $7 .5-billio n, fiv e-y ear 
U.S. po stw ar reco nstructio n 
pro gram fo r Indo china fo llo w­ 
ing a peace settlement, Nix o n 
administratio n o fficials

disclo sed. 
Administratio n 
strategists 
said also that the test still lies 
ahead o n whether Hano i will 
nego tiate serio usly o n President 
Nix o n’s eight-po int peace o ffer. 
A current theo ry here is that 
No rth Vietnam and the Viet 
Co ng, repo rtedly building up fo r 
an o ffensiv e nex t mo nth, will 
want to decide first whether 
So uth Vietnam can defend itself 
witho ut U.S. tro o ps and whether 
Nix o n’s o ffer has wide public 
suppo rt in the United States. 
Secretary o f State William P. 
Ro gers to ld newsmen Thursday 
he was so mewhat enco uraged 
because No rth Vietnamese ne­ 
go tiato rs did no t reject Nix o n’s 
plan as it was publicly present­ 
ed at

cret nine-po int settlement plan. 
One o f the nine po ints called 
fo r reparatio ns, the o fficials 
said.

NEW YORK (AP) - The av ­ 
erage v alue o f farmland in the 
4 8 co ntiguo us states ro se 5 per 
cent last y ear, fro m abo ut $195 
to $2% an acre, and in all 
pro bability so mething o f the 
same will o ccur in 197 2. 
In so me areas, in fact, it isn’t 
unlikely that gains o f 9 o r 10 per 
cent will o ccur. Such as the case 
last y ear in Alabama, Cal­ 
ifo rnia, Delaware and Pennsy l­ 
v ania. And so me co unties re­ 
po rted bigger gains. 
The av erage purchaser o f a 
farm in Vermo nt in 196 7 no w 
has abo ut a 50 per cent increase 
in v alue. In M ississippi a 
similar o wner has a 4 5 per cent 
gain. In Washingto n, 23 per 
cent. 
But isn’t this so mething o f a 
co ntradictio n? We are to ld that 
peo ple are leav ing the farms. 
Each y ear there are fewer and 
fewer self-emplo y ed farmers. 
And statistics sho w a co ntinuing 
m igratio n 
fro m 
rural 
to 
metro po litan areas. What’s 
happening to push up tho se 
farm prices? 
Inflatio n, o f co urse. A 5 per 
cent increase is, after all, little 
mo re than an adjustment fo r 
declining do llar po wer. But o th­ 
er facto rs play ro les to o , and 
they tell an interesting sto ry o f 
what Americans are up to . 
The biggest increases fo r any 
regio n were in the No rtheast, 
which av eraged 9 per cent, and 
the reaso n wasn’t that peo ple 
were interested in farming. 
“ The stro nger v alues in this 
regio n,” say s the Agriculture 
Department, “ were largely due 
to increased urban and recrea­ 
tio n demand fo r farmland. . . 
“ Between No v . 1, 197 0 and 
No v . l, 197 1, 
3 5 ^ 
cent 0f the 
acres o f farmland that were 
bo ught in the No rtheast regio n 
were ex pected to be in o ther 
than agricultural use fiv e y ears 
after purchase.” 
Much o f the market activ ity 
in this regio n, the department 
states, “ seems to 
represent 
purchases o f rural ho mes and 
recreatio nal sites.” 
In the So utheast, which re­ 
po rted an 8 per cent gain in 
acreage v alues, 25 per cent o f 
farm real estate purchased last 
y ear was ex pected by 197 6 to be 


in o ther than farm usage. 


What are the chief facto rs 
here? The biggest percentages 
repo rted were “ subdiv isio ns,” 7 
per cent, and “ co mmercial-in­ 
dustrial,”

wants v igo ro usly

the American presence. 
But in a different manner 
than in the past. 
As is well kno wn, he wants 
to reduce the o ccasio ns when 
American tro o ps wo uld mo v e 
abo ard in fo rce. In little wars, 
this 
has

co unterpro ductiv e,

“We’re facing reality . The kids can’t get work u p here,’’ 
say s William Baldwin, job coordinator for the Alp ena 
Intermediate School District’s v ocational training p rogram. 
The p rogram, called Downstate Area Placement of Ru ral 
You th (DAPORY), gets help from a dozen large comp anies 
to train high school seniors and 
find them jobs in 
Michigan’s larger cities and in Ohio, 
West Virginia, 
Kentu cky , Indiana. Illinois and Iowa. 
Persons inv olv ed in the effort say it is moderately 
su ccessfu l — and v ery p romising. 
“We hop e in fiv e y ears we can show the cou ntry that 
Alp ena has a most v alu able p rodu ct—talented y ou ths—and 
rev erse the p ip eline to attract new bu siness here,’’ say s 
Jack 
Carp enter, 
Alp ena 
Intermediate 
School 
District 
su p erintendent. 
He conceiv ed the p rogram for high school seniors who 
don’t p lan to enter college. 
The school district lau nched the p rogram in 19 70-71 with 
abou t $10,000 in cash and materials from p articip ating 
comp anies and Alp ena area bu sinesses. Of 6 5 stu dents 
p laced in jobs away from Alp ena, abou t a dozen retu rned 
home, Baldwin say s. 
The p rogram got $23 ,000 in federal fu nds this y ear and 
ex p ects to send 125 stu dents into the job market, with 200 
job op enings av ailable for them. 
An Alp ena area bu tcher is training y ou ng men as 
meatcu tter ap p rentices for a large su p ermarket chain. 
Stu dent medical assistants are being trained at Alp ena 
General Hosp ital. Alp ena State Bank ju mp ed in to giv e 
teller training, and the Alp ena Cou nty Commission donated 
an abandoned warehou se kids cou ld u se for au to mechanics 
shop . 
You ths train from three to six hou rs a day for u p to nine 
months after regu lar school work. 
John Diederich, general serv ice manager for Volkswagen 
n Ohio and Kentu cky , help ed p rov ide the school district 
v ith a car chassis, tools and training materials. Last Ju ne, 
le got jobs in Ohio for fou r Alp ena High School gradu ates. 
“Two got into Day ton late at night. Nobody was there to 
meet them. They saw a robbery or mu gging on the sp ot and 
took the bu s right back home. Another boy got homesick 
and lasted abou t a month,” Diederich say s. 
Howev er, a 19 -y ear-old stu ck it ou t at a dealership near 
Day ton and at last rep ort was doing fine. 
Diederich say s, “It’s a good p rogram, with p roblems. 
We’re sticking with it.” 
The Wickes Corp ., an international lu mber, bu ilding and 
tools manu factu rer headq u artered in Saginaw, hired eight 
high schoolers who gradu ated from a DAPORY cou rse 
called “ Residential Constru ction, Blu ep rint Reading and 
Estimating.” Six of the hirees stay ed on. 
“We see it as a long-range ty p e of thing that cou ld fall 
flat,” say s Archie Woodworth, director of Wickes’ lu mber 
grou p p ersonnel. 
“Bu t it looks like it’s working. We believ e the kids hav e 
p otential to become major lu mbery ard m anagers.” 
Comp anies try to insu re job av ailability for the stu dents. 
(Ronald Derrico, district director of Holiday Inns Inc. in 
Detroit, say s he made sev eral op enings for girls as maids 
and waitresses). 
Stu dents are not obligated to stay with a comp any . 
Training is free, bu t stu dents mu st p ay for relocating. 
Baldwin say s officials are working ou t p lans to p re-arrange 
hou sing for the y ou ng emp loy es and some comp anies hav e 
adv anced money on first p ay checks. 
The 18-y ear-old son of Mr. and Mrs. William Rou leau , has 
been working in a Wickes lu mber warehou se near Detroit 
since last Ju ne. 
“We think he’s learned a lot,” said his mother. “ It’s a 
good idea for Tom to get ou t on his own, bu y ing his own 
clothes and food, making his money stretch.” 
Bu t Mrs. Donald Jacobs of Harrisv ille near Alp ena 
decided against letting her 18-y earold dau ghter go with 
Wickes in Saginaw “She wou ld hav e been' the only girl 
going We were a little leary of her being alone and try ing- 
to rent a decent p lace on a beginner’s salary ,” Mrs Jacobs 
say s.

WASHINGTON (AP) — North 


Vietnam was told last year it 
might get up to $2.5 billion of a 
potential $7.5-billion, five-year 
U.S. postwar reconstruction 
program for Indochina follow- 
ing a peace settlement, Nixon 
administration officials

disclosed. 


Administration 
strategists 


said also that the test still lies 
ahead on whether Hanoi will 
negotiate seriously on President 
Nixon's eight-point peace offer. 


A current theory here is that 


North Vietnam and the Viet 
Cong, reportedly building up for 
an offensive next.month, will 
want to decide first whether 
South Vietnam can defend itself 
without U.S. troops and whether 
Nixon's offer has wide public 
support in the United States. 


Secretary of State William P. 


Rogers told newsmen Thursday 
he was somewhat encouraged 
because North Vietnamese ne- 
gotiators did not reject Nixon's 
plan as it was publicly present- 
ed at Paris that morning, 
though they piled invective on 
it. He said it was a good sign 
that they asked questions about 
it. 


But Rogers acknowledged the 


continuing clash of goals. He 
said the North Vietnamese in-. 
sist that a "Communist govern- 
ment take over" in Saigon and 
"we can't accept that."

Without Really Trying 


Writing a term paper is a routine 


requirement for the country's several 
million college students. 


Once confined to a candidate for a 


master's or a doctorate's degree, the 
practice has become almost universal 
in the n a t i o n ' s four-year under- 
graduate schools. 


Few instructors look forward to 


scanning 
a • literary 
gem 
or 
the 


revelation of information out of this 
world. They use the paper to measure a 
student's ability to work under him 
own steam, his capacity to assemble 
his thoughts in a manner comprehen- 
sible to others, and his understanding 
of what has been presented in the 
classroom or from a lectern. In its own 
way, the term paper is a means of 
separating the men from the boys. 


Figuratively speaking, there are 


more boys than men in college, the 
same as there are a certain number of 
good performers and a greater amount 
of mediocrities in any calling. 


Consequently the term paper instills 


a high percentage of academic chill- 
blains on the campuses with great 
regularity. The ague reaches its great- 
est penetration among those who have 
put off to the last minute the chore of 
.researching the subject matter. 


Until recently surmounting that 


barrier followed two pathways. 


A student long on ideas and short on 


cash would ghost write for a negotiat- 
ed fee, or term papers from prior 
semesters might be filched, copied or 
paraphrased in content, and re-titled. 
The latter usually required a transfer 
of funds from the harried student to 
the peddler. 
This Ma and Pa small store ap- 
proach is now available in Sears, 
Roebuck style. 


Branch 
offices 
of Term 
Papers 


Unlimited, Inc., are sprouting up in the 
campus towns like Queen Anne's Lace 
multiplying in an untended lawn. 


TPU is the brainchild of a 22-year- 


old entrepreneur, Ward Warren, lately 
of Babson College in Massachusetts. 


Starting from a broom closet office 


in Boston, in one year he has advanced 
to 50 more spacious sites around the 
country and can show a fully audited 
balance sheet revealing $1 million in 
assets. 


Each branch has a full time clerical 


staff and he claims 2,000 part time 
writers scattered throughout the coun- 
try hammering out these on every- 
thing from New Deal economics to 
Japanese printing. 


TPU dispenses its think tank mater- 


ial by two methods.

Archibald Epps, dean of Harvard's 


law school, vigorously assails this as a 
falsehood.

Rejection 
Not Total 


"Never" is a long time, as most who 


vow -"never" to do something realize 
sooner or later. As the war in Vietnam 
continues to wind down, as far as 
American participation is concerned, a 
decision faces thousands of deserters 
and draft dodgers. 


They fled to Canada and other points 


rather than serve in the United States 
armed services, and must now decide 
how 
permanent they 
meant their 


rejection of their homeland to be. 


Some of the deserters have been out 


of the country for several years. Some 
are content in their new homes; many 
are not. Their reasons for emigrating' 
from 
the U. S. may 
bring them 


sympathy from new neighbors, but 
they seldom bring out the welcoming 
mat. 


With a more severe recession and 


higher unemployment in Canada and 
other countries where deserters have 
relocated .'than in the 
U. S., 
the 


decision tq remain away is made all the 
more difficult. If general amnesty for 
deserters [should come at some time in 
the future, the temptation to eat past 
words arid return home will be strong. 


One who says now he would not be 


interested in any case is Scott Udall, 
son of a former U. S. secretary of the 
interior; The younger Udall, working in 
.a remote section of Alberta, Canada, as 
a part-time carpenter, says he has no 
intention of returning to the U. S. even 
jf amnesty is granted. 


He also said the few persons he has 


met since going North two years ago- 
are not as paranoid or materialistic as 
people in the U. S. At the same time, 
however, Udall acknowledged he had 
sold one article to an American maga- 
zine and is trying to interest another 
on his experiences as a deserter. 


Not so easy breaking those dirty, 


old, materialistic ties, is it, Scott? 
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Warren 
says 
the 
idea 
for 
his 


homogenized educational aid evolved 
from his own experience with the term 
paper frustration at Babson College. 
He scoured the libraries at Harvard, 
Radcliffe, Wellesley and Boston Public 
for source material on the subject 
assigned

finding what he wanted inspired him 
to automating this side of academia. 


The success of his business, he adds, 


is proof that many universities are 
strangling on their own red tape and 
now that he laid aside a fair store of 
the realm's coin he is giving thought to 
revolutionizing the entire learning 
process. He claims to be working on a 
completely 
automated 
university 
in 


which all courses will be wired to a 
central computerized library. The tar- 
get date for this development is 1976, 
which, among other things, happens to 
be the bicentennial for Independence 
Day. 


There are, or, at least most people 


can find, two sides to every argument. 
Warren's enterprising nature does 
expose one facet in the higher educa- 
tional effort, a complaint uttered by 
more scholarly minds than his in 
recent years. The term paper in many 
instances is a rehash of what has been 
written on several prior occasions. Not 
being exploratory, it is, in a senss, a 
made work project or at best a 
repetitive exercise. 


When viewed 
from 
that angle, 


paying Warren a $10 to $25 fee is 
cheap insurance against flunking out a 
year's attendance which now runs a 
$1,500 annual minimum. 


That 
it 
defeats 
the 
purpose 
in 


prodding the student to exercise his. 
grey matter is unarguable. Sooner or 
later once he leaves the campus he will 
learn the hard way there is more to 
finding 
an 
answer 
than 
thumbing 


through the Yellow Pages, so to speak. 


There is, perhaps, a sort of middle 


ground reaction compounded from that 
querulous elixir best described as "why 
wasn't it thought of before?"

Land Prices Reflect 
Lifestyle 
Changes

NEW YORK (AP) - The av- 


erage value of farmland in the 
48 contiguous states rose 5 per 
cent last year, from about J195 
to $205 an acre, and in all 
probability something of the 
same will occur in 1972. 


In some areas, in fact, it isn't 


unlikely that gains of 9 or 10 per 
centwill occur. Such as the case 
last year in Alabama, Cal- 
ifornia, Delaware and Pennsyl- 
vania. And some counties re- 
ported bigger gains. 


The average purchaser of a 


farm in Vermont in 1967 now 
has about a 50 per cent increase 
, in value. In Mississippi a 
similar owner has a 45 per cent 
gain. In Washington, 23 per 
cent. 


But isn't this something of a 


contradiction? We are told that 
people are leaving the farms. 
Each year there are fewer and 
fewer self-employed farmers. 
And statistics show a continuing 
migration 
from 
rural 
to 


metropolitan areas. What's 
happening lo push up those 
farm prices? 


Inflation, of course. A 5 per 


cent increase is, after all, little 
more than an adjustment for 
declining dollar power. But oth- 
er factors play roles too, and 
they tell an interesting story of 
what Americans arc up to. 


The biggest increases for any 


region were in the Northeast,, 
which averaged 9 per cent, and 
the reason wasn't that people 
were interested in farming. 


. 
'"The slrongcr values in this 


region," says the Agriculture 
Deportment, "were largely due 
to increased urban and rccrca-' 
tion demand /or farmland. . . 


"Between Nov. 1, 1970 and 


Nov. 1, 1971, 35 per cent of the 
acres of farmland that were 
bought in the Northeast region 
were expected to be in other 
than agricultural use live years 
after purchase." 


Much of the market activity 


In this region, the department 
slates, "seems to represent 
purchases of rural home* and 
recreational sited." 


In ths Southeast, which re- 


ported an 8 per cent gain In 
acreage values, 25 per cent of 
farm real estate purchased last 
year was expected by 1976 to be 


in other than farm usage. 


What are the chief factors 


here? The biggest percentages 
reported were "subdivisions," 7 
per cent, and "commercial-in- 
duslrialj" 5 per cent.

WASHINGTON — There is 


now a pervasive feeling within 
the Democratic Party at all 
levels t h a t Sen. Edmund 
Muskie has the Presidential 
nomination virtually locked up. 


It is wildly premature for 


such an opinion. The people 
have not yet spoken — and 
they have been 
known 
to 


disagree with 
the so-called 


experts. 


Yet, in the last few weeks 


Sen. Muskie has staged 
a 


display of political momentum 
so dazzling that it has had a 
powerful psychological effect 
upon the party professionals. 
He has applied a great deal of 
private pressure on important 
^public and political figures to 
make an open commitment to 
him before the primaries be- 
gin. The message is that he 
will remember best those who 
were with him early, and In at 
least a couple of places visions 
of the Vice Presidency have 
been dangled. 


The result has been a well- 


orchestrated string of endorse- 
ments that includes Senators, 
governors, county 
chairmen, 


union leaders, and celebrities. 
The embrace of those big 
names cannot necessarily be 
translated directly into votes 
or delegates. Most Senators, 
for instance, can't even guar- 
antee their wives' voles let 
alone others. 


But 
the 
Impact 
of 
this 


parade comes not so much 


from what Muskie has as from 
what the others don't have. 
Nobody else can claim support 
of the variety and quality that 
he can. Sen. Hubert Humphrey 
has been able to get a few 
potential Muskie endorsees to 
hold off until after the primar- 
ies, but that's like taking a 
zero and calling it a plus. 


Muskie's momentum is also 


reflected in the national opin- 
ion polls. With, Sen/ Edward 
Kennedy out of the race, the 
only Democrat who comes 
close to Muskie is Humphrey, 
and it's not close enough. In 
addition, Muskie is the single 
Democratic 
contender w h o 


beats President Nixon in head- 
to-head competition. 


"There's not much enthusi- 


asm for Muskie, but there's no 
real objection to him either," 
one Democratic 
official 
ex- 


plained. "The easiest thing is 
to go along with him since 
he's already ahead." 


Sen. Muskie's greatest psy- 


chological coup thus far was 
acquiring the support of Uni-

Moon's Eclipse Will Be Rare Sight

Southwestern Michigan residents have experienced risings 


^ and fallings of up to (55 degrees in the temperature this 
* month, and all within a matter of a few days. 


A Michigan State university astronomer reports that 


during a three-hour period early Sunday morning, the 
temperature on the moon's surface will plunge about 300 
degrees. 


The plunge will occur during a total eclipse of the full 


moon. It won't be felt here, but citizens should see some 


interesting color blends—if all goes well. 


Bill Bingaman, director of the Upton junior high school 


planetarium, St. Joseph, said the total eclipse period will be 
from 4:11 a.m. to 7:35 a.m., give or take a minute or two. 
The total blackout period will be between 5:35 to li:ll a.m. 
This is the time for best viewing, in the western sky. 


A look at the moon should show a copperish color around 


the center of the disc, with bluish-white near the edges. A 
look at the stars will show that they stand out brighter than 
usual during this time — if skies are clear. 


All this hinges on proper conditions. The total eclipse of 


1903 fizzled, because conditions were not proper.,Volcanic 


dust in the earth's higher atmosphere blocked light entering 
from the earth's shadow. 


Right conditions or wrong, the next chance to see a total 


eclipse of the moon will be in 1975. 
x 


Robert C. Victor, an astronomer at Michigan State 


university, explained the phenomenon of an eclipse of the 
moon, the colors to look for and why. 


Victor 
said 
that 
during 
the 
eclipse 
period, 
the 


temperature on the lunar surface will plunge from a lofty 
200 degrees Fahrenheit, to a below zero reading of about 
1(10 degrees. 


The eclipse of the moon occurs when the earth passes 


between the moon and sun. The earth's shadow Is cast on 
the lunar surface, causing the eclipse. 


Victor said if an astronaut were on the moon during the 


eclipse, he probably would encounter problems with falling 
temperatures, despite insulated special equipment. During 
this time, the astronaut also would see an eclipse, but it 
would be a solar eclipse. 


During total eclipse, the moon usually appears to be a 


deep reddishorange or coppery color in the center and 
bluish white near the edges. Victor said this is because red 
light penetrates while blue light scatters. This same 
condition provides red sunrises and sunsets and blue sky.

ALPENA, Mich. (AP> — Faced with a bleak future of 


joblessness in this city of ships, lumber and cement works 
on Lake Huron's Thunder Bay, some Alpena area youths 
are being trained to get jobs hundreds of miles from home. 


"We're facing reality. The kids can't get work up here," 


says William Baldwin, job coordinator for the Alpena 
Intermediate School District's vocational training program. 


The program, called Downstate Area Placement of Rural 


Youth (DAPORY), gets help from a dozen large companies 
to train high school seniors and 
find them jobs in 


Michigan's larger cities and in Ohio, West Virginia, 
Kentucky, Indiana, Illinois and Iowa. 


Persons involved in the effort say it is moderately 


successful — and very promising. 


"We hope in five years we can show the country that 


Alpena has a most valuable product—talented youths—and 
reverse the pipeline to attract new business here," says 
Jack Carpenter, 
Alpena Intermediate 
School 
District 


superintendent. 


He conceived the program for high school seniors who 


don't plan to enter college. 


The school district launched the program in 1970-71 with 


about $10,000 in cash and materials from participating 
companies and Alpcna area businesses. Of 65 students 
placed in jobs away from Alpena, about a dozen returned 
home, Baldwin says. 


The program got $23,000 in federal funds this year and 


expects to send 125 students into the job market, with 200 
job openings available for them. 


An Alpena area butcher is training young men as 


meatcutter apprentices for a large supermarket 
chain. 


Student medical assistants are being trained at Alpena 
General Hospital. Alpena State Bank jumped in to give 
teller training, and the Alpena County Commission donated 
an abandoned warehouse kids could use for auto mechanics 
shop. 


Youths train from three to six hours a day for up to nine 


months after regular school work. 
John Diederich, general service manager for Volkswagen 


n Ohio and Kentucky, helped provide the school district 
vith a car chassis, tools and training materials. Last June, 
le got jobs in Ohio for four Alpena High School graduates. 


"Two got into Dayton late at 'night. Nobody was there to 


meet them. They saw a robbery or mugging on the spot and 
took the bus right back home. Another boy got homesick 
and lasted about a month," Diederich says. 


However, a 19-year-old stuck it out at a dealership near 


Dayton and at last report was doing fine. 


Diederich says, "It's a good program, with problems. 


We're sticking with it." 


The Wickes Corp., an international lumber, building and 


tools manufacturer headquartered in Saginaw, hired eight 
high schoolers who graduated from a DAPORY course 
called "Residential Construction, Blueprint Reading and 
Estimating." Six of the hirees stayed on. 


"We see it as a long-range type of thing that could fall 


flat," says Archie Woodworth, director of Wickes' lumber 
group personnel. 


"But it looks like it's working. We believe the kids have 


potential to become major lumberyard managers." 


Companies try to insure job availability for the students. 


(Ronald Derrico, district director of Holiday Inns Inc. in 
Detroit, says he made several openings for girls as maids 
and waitresses). 


Students are not obligated to stay with a company. 


Training is free, but students must pay for relocating. 
Baldwin says officials are working out plans to pre-arrange 
housing for the young employes and some companies have 
advanced money on first paychecks. 


The 18-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. William Rouleau, has 


been working in a Wickes lumber warehouse near Detroit 
since last June. 


"We think he's learned a lot," said his mother. "It's a 


good idea for Tom to get out on his own, buying his own 
clothes and food, making his money stretch." 


But Mrs. Donald Jacobs of Harrisville near Alpena 


decided against letting her 18-year-old daughter go with 
Wickes in Saginaw. "She would have been' the only girl 
going. We were a little leary of her being alone and trying 
to rent a decent place on a beginner's salary," Mrs Jacobs 
says.

of education, sometimes criti- 
cized as insensitive, does lis- 
ten to those affected by its 
rulings. 


"We pay attention to you 


and a lot of other groups," he 
said. 


"Don't wait" was the es- 


sence of Dr. Boline's advice to 
local boards that need tax 
dollars for vital school pro- 
grams but are inclined to stall 
pushes for millage in the hope 
lhat the courts or legislature 
will change the methods of 
school funding. 


He told schoolmen to pre- 


pare for the future regardless 
of what happens in the stale 
legislature or courts. 


He noted, too, on the subject 


of school reorganization lhat 
people are beginning to dis- 
cover lhat "big" doesn't neces- 
sarily mean "better." 


"I think we're finding more 


and more lhat it isn't just a 
matter of (student population) 
size," he said, noting K-12 
districls of 500 students or less 
lhal are doing a fine job of 
educating.
